Applicant requests continued examination of the above identified application under 37 CFR § 
1 14 and encloses herewith an amendment responsive to the Office Action issued February 24, 2005. 
Applicant appreciates the thorough review of the subject of the invention and the assessment of the 
prior art. 

Applicant also requests a one month Extension of Time to extend the time for response to 
June 24, 2005.

In the Claims 

Applicant proposes to amend the claims by canceling claims 2 1 , and 2 thoughl 3 and adding 
new claims 22 though 28. The status of the claims and the new claims are provided on separate 
pages, for scanning. ^ 
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Applicant encloses a Deposit Account charge authorization for the RCE fee. 

Applicant has rewritten cancelled claim 21 to include the additional elements of the invention 
which distinguish it over the references cited by the Examiner. Applicant now recites the structure 
of the carpet tack accommodating portion in respect of the spacer which engages the vertical support 
when the apparatus is in proper position for the tack strip to be nailed. The inventive structure 
allows a tack 96 of the tack strip to be nailed to be engaged by the carpet tack accommodating 
portion 26, with the strip contained within the channel 34. As recited in the claim, the portion 26 is 
set at a predetermined distance from the exterior of the base portion, such that the apparatus may be 
used to position the tack strip and then subsequently accomplish the setting of the engaged nail of the 
tack strip. Careful review of Clifford and Copeland does not describe or illustrate the combined 
features now claimed, nor do any of the other teaching references such as Henning, Hilti or any of 
the other cited references suggest Applicant's combination of element s for a carpet laying tool. 

Accordingly, Applicant believes that the Application is now in suitable form for allowance. 
Reconsideration by the Examiner under the RCE is respectfully requested and a Notice of 
Allowance solicited.
